TOKYO, Oct. 16—(AP)— 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway 
Tuesday said the United Na- 
tions is standing firm on its 
demand for a cease-fire line 
along the Korean battle line. 

And despite efforts to re- 
sume truce talks, the supreme 
Allied commander promised 
that United Nations forces 
would continue their offen- 
sive in Korea. Their goal: To 
take as much ground as pos- 
sible. 


“Within our capability we want 
ground that we can defend,” Ridg- 
way said at one of his rare news 
conferences, and added: 

“In principle, we want a cease- 
fire line more or less along the 
present battle line. 

“The purpose of the Eighth 
Army is still to repel aggression.” 

The location of a cease-fire 
line is the issue that snagged Ko- 
rean truce talks for weeks before 
the Reds broke them off Aug. 23. 

Except in the extreme west, the 
Allied battle line cuts deeply into 
North Korea. At some points it 
‘runs more than 30 miles north of 
Parallel 38, the old boundary. 

The Allies have won several 
hundred square miles of Red Ko- 
rean territory since the Reds sus- 
pended the armistice talks. 

The Communists had insisted on 
a cease-fire line along 38. 

Ridgway also promised that the 
Allied correspondents would be 
given more news of what goes on 
at truce talks. He admitted that 
the Red delegation had been more 
generous with their correspond- 
ents but branded their reports 
as being tinged with malicious 
propaganda. 

Ridgway’s comments were made 
as Allied and Red liaison officers 
in Korea were conferring for the 
fifth straight day at Panmunjom 
on the problem of restarting the 
truce talks. 

Both sides have agreed on Pan- 
munjom, six miles east of the old 
conference city of Kaesong, as the 
new truce talk site.

Prophetic Words and Deat Ears 


Although it took Korea to do it, the 
policies of the late Secretary of Defense 
James A. Forrestal are at last bearing fruit. 
After reading the Diaries, now being pub- 
lished as a public service by The Atlanta 
Constitution, one reaches the conclusion 
that Forrestal will be recorded by history 
as one of America’s greatest servants—a 
man who was able to see ahead and fore- 
cast the problems which have been dropped 
into the lap of a reluctant nation. 

Written without emotion and without 
criticism of individuals or nations as such, 
the Diaries present the facts as he saw 
them and record the struggles to awaken 
Congress and the nation to its respon- 
sibilities for national security. 

Er” ee Winning the peace was 
ge very much in Forrestal’s 
mind even in 1944 and 
1945. His struggles to 
achieve that objective grew 
to such proportions that 
his tragic death in 1949 
takes on an even more 
somber meaning. His death 
was followed by the tri- 
umph of wishful thinking 
a , and by the tragic era and 

Forrestal errors of Louis Johnson— 
the man who has become a symbol of 
United States indecision and public apathy. 

The record shows clearly the failure 
of the American people and of Congress to 
understand the real nature of the Soviet 
conspiracy, described by Averill Harri- 
man in 1945 and heartily concurred in by 
Forrestal, as follows: “We must clearly 
realize that the Soviet program is. the 
establishment of totalitarianism, ending 
personal liberty and democracy as we 
know and respect it.” 

The Diaries reveal the stripping of 
American defenses in complete disregard 
of Forrestal’s requests for appropriations, 
for manpower, for power to enforce United 
States objectives. They show those postwar 
years before our rude awakening in Korea 
as a honeymoon of foolishness—a gay pe- 
riod during which we denuded ourselves of 


strength behind our atomic Maginot Line. 
And half the world disintegrated because 
of our inability to act. | 

The Forrestal Diaries reveal more of 
the glaring inconsistencies and vanities of 
the man MacArthur—the man who insisted 
that Russia be brought into the war to tie 
down the Japanese armies in Manchuria. 


. Roosevelt did that very thing at Yalta and 


has been severely criticized for the decision. 

They reveal the innate treachery of 
Stalin, who proposed that a soft policy be 
adopted toward Japan until her surren- 
der and then to “give them the works after 
we once get there.” 

The Diaries record the painstaking work 
which went into decisions shaping post- 

war policy and how these 
decisions had to be com- 
promised for fear of pre- 
cipitating a war with Rus- 
sia—a natural result and 
complemen® to our lack of 
military power. Forrestal’s 
efforts to prevent war, 
through strength, was the 
issue which finally drove 
him to his death. 
Forrestal’s policies are 
Lovett being followed today be- 
cause he was right. In dealing with the 
Russians, we have finally learned that our 
objectives can be attained only through 
possession of armed power, lack of which in- 
vites disaster for the principles of freedom. 

The United States is fortunate today to 
have at the helm of the Defense Depart- 
ment a man who worked so closely with 
Forrestal in formulating the policies for a 
positive role for peace and security In a 
troubled world. Robert A. Lovett, a For- 
restal aide and disciple, is a worthy suc- 
cessor in carving a-new security for the 
nation out of the chaos of today. 

The Constitution is proud to be bring- 
ing these revealing documents to its 
readers, regarding them of inestimable 
value to those concerned with the welfare 
and security of the nation.

Brunswick's ship is about to come in. 
Long idle as a port, the Southeast Georgia 
coastal city is about to see a revival of 
its seagoing trade. | 

As first step in the reactivation of the 
port, William H. Bedford, federal port con- 
sultant, took over Monday as executive 
director of the Brunswick Port Authority. 
His job is to get the harbor ready for 
shipping. 

Rail sidings are already in, cranes are 
available, warehouses will be renovated, 
docks will be prepared. The port should 
be in shipshape within a few months. 

Brunswick will then be in a position to 
bid for its share of Georgia’s import-export 
business,’ Once one of the chief ports on 
the South Atlantic seaboard, the Glynn 
County city has seen its ocean commerce 
slip away. 


Of recent vears, farsighted leaders 


have made a concerted effort to set the port 
in order so that their city might regain its 
position as a‘seaport. Financiers who saw 
the pctentialities of the project have helped. 

The campaign is beginning to pay off. 

We congratulate those who have led in 
the development of the Brunswick port on 
the results of their efforts. 

About three years ago state and federal 
officials were quoted as saying that they 
would help build the port of Brunswick 
only when local leaders convinced them 
that the city itself meant business. That 
time seems to have come. 

The business is there. The growing 
importance of South Georgia in naval stores 
in wood products, in livestock, the contin- 
ued production of cotton mean an increas- 
ing volume of exports. 

Georgia needs the port of Brunswick as 
well as that of Savannah.

i. Stassen Charges 


Proved Untrue 


WASHINGTON—In the light of later devel- 
opments, it is interesting to review the series of 
positive charges made by Harold E. Stassen, for- 

mer Minnesota governor and now president of the University of 
Pennsylvania, in his testimony before a Senate subcommittee on 
the nomination of Dr. Philip Jessup to the United Nations post. 

The subject is of no particular importance, other than offering 
an iuluminating case study on human frailty. 

For point No. 1, he made the blunt charge that Dr. Jessup had 
participated in a White House conference in 1949 at which he 
strongly urged that the United States dramatize its loss of faith 
in the Chinese Nationalist regime by cutting off immediately all 
further military supplies, citing as authority for his statement 
information which is alleged to have been furnished him by the 
late Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, who had attended 
the conference, 


China Recognition No. 2, he claimed to have direct 
knowledge that the State Department 

favored and at one time seriously considered extending formal 

recognition to Communist China after the downfall of Chiang. 


No. 3, he charged that the department had delayed and “did 
nothing” for 15 months in presenting to Congress an appeal from 
India for wheat to relieve famine. This charge was used to 
illustrate one of his major accusations—that the same group in 
the State Department which he charged with bringing on the Chi- 
nese debacle was now using the same policy for India, in not sup- 
porting Nehru and stalling on the economic aid requested. 


As regards the first point, Mr. Stassen was willing to make 
his charge in the face of sworn testimony by Dr. Jessup that he 
had not attended such a White House conference. Stassen in- 
sisted on the Vandenberg diary being summoned by the committee 
to prove his case, accusing Jessup of lying. 

When the diary notes were produced they failed to show any- 
thing that Stassen had claimed. In fact, it was shown-that the 
university president had given a much garbled account of what 
Vandenberg himself had recorded of the meeting. Since then also 
the records of the United Nations organization have been pro- 
duced to show that Jessup was in New York at the time the 
White House conference took place and could not possibly have 
been in Washington. 


No Retraction Nevertheless, Stassen has refused, up to the 
: present writing, to retract his charge that 

Dr. Jessup is lying, though he admits having nothing to go on but 
a recollection of what a dead man is supposed to have told him. 
On point No. 2, his charge that the State Department at one 


time favored the recognition of Communist China has since been. 


disproved by the official records, including secret testimony given

Young Democrats 


Consider Break 


Georgia's first break with national political 
organizations—if any ever comes—may be initi- 
ated by the young people. Garland Byrd, state 

president of the Young. Democratic Clubs, says Young Democrats 
of Georgia and other Southern states are seriously considering 
withdrawing from the national Young Democratic Clubs and set- 
ting up their own organization.. He says that North Carolina, called 
the most liberal of Southern states, may play a leading role if there 
is a withdrawal. 

Reason? Byrd says the young Southerners were openly rebuffed 
by Northern and Midwestern Young Democrats at the recent 
national convention. The youthful Democrats, without the caution 
of their elders, flatly told the South it wasn’t needed in the national 
Democratic Party, Byrd reported. 

The Young Democratic Clubs are, as their name implies, a club 
more than a political party. So Byrd says some of the South- 
erners are talking of forming their own club and dropping out 
of the national organization. 


Governor's Choice Since the Young Democrats do the 

leg work in getting out the vote in 
national campaigns, such a withdrawal—if it materialized—could 
have an effect on the national Democratic Party. What candidate 
Georgia’s Young Democratic Clubs would work for, however, will 
be decided by Governor Talmadge. In this state the governor 
dominates the Young Democratic Clubs as well as the state Demo- 
cratic Party—and the leadership of both groups usually changes 
from governor to governor. 

Roy Harris’ Augusta Courier devotes more than a half-page this 
week to defending freedom of the press. Harris attacks the Cove- 
nant of Human Rights as the latest assault being made upon free- 
dom of speech and freedom of the press. Most of the article is 
dewoted to Ohio Senator Bricker’s speech, which, among other 
things, says: “The American press today is the best and freest in 
the entire world. It has become so by virtue of the fact that the 
Constitution of the United States has prohibited governmental 
control and supervision.” Two bills designed to limit freedom of 
the press are pending in the Georgia Legislature.

for each of the 89 girls held in the

That didn’t include the $40,777.62 in extraordinary expenses for 
new residences and apartments for personnel. Audit records show 
that it also cost Georgia taxpayers $650.07 for each of the 40 
Negro girls held at the Negro division of the Girls Training 
School at Macon. This didn’t include $1,865.75 spent for building 
and equipment. Taxpayers spent $945 each for white boys and 
$727 for Negro boys in the boys’ training schools. 

While it was not planned thus, the audits on-these juvenile 
training schools were released for publication at a significant time.

It is fine that Georgia can pay so much for training schools 
for errant children. Perhaps the spending should be even higher. 
But taxpayers could reduce the cost of operating such training 
schools if they took greater steps to prevent juvenile delinquency. 
Part of the funds contributed to the Community Chest goes for 
youth organizations which build chaarcter and decrease juvenile 
delinquency. The-higher the contribution to the Community 
Chest, the lower the cost of operating training schools—and the 
better will be tomorrow’s citizens.

Yet the paradox remains. The Kremlin is 
scoring notable political successes by in- 
structing such stooges as Communist chief 
Ernst Grotewhol to scream “unity” and “free 
elections” at suitable intervals. There should 
be no mistake about it. The Soviet unity 
line is no mere propaganda maneuver which 
can be safely laughed off. Grotewhol’s latest 
“unity appeal” had the jmmediate effect of 
strengthening the hands of such West Ger- 
man nationalists as Dr. Kurt Schumacher; of 
causing West German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenuaer sharply to up his terms for Ger- 
man rearmament: and of threatening the 
Allied-German negotiations at Bonn with 
another in a long series of nearly total 
collapses. 


The fact is that German unity is the basic 
impulse of all Germans, East and West. As 
long as the Soviets are permitted to dangle the 
unity prize before German eyes, West German 
rearmament, if it comes at all, is dead certain to 
be reluctant, ineffective and indecisive, because 
it will seem to compromise the chance of unity. 
And the fact is that it should, logically, be easy 
to call the Soviet bluff. 

For it is a bluff. It can only be a bluff. A 
really free all-German election would mean such 
public stripping away of Communist fig leaves 
as would shake the whole Soviet system to its 
foundations. Only a basic change of Soviet pol- 
icy resulting from the extreme pressure of 


changed circumstances, moreover, could cause 
the Russians to risk the loss of the colonialized 
East German industry, the East German uranium 
mines and the expansively built fighter bases 
and forward positions, which permit the Soviet 
to threaten all Europe. Above all, the Soviets 
cannot risk a unified anti-Soviet Germany—and 
anti-Soviet is precisely what a unified Germany 
would surely be. 

Yet the bluff goes on working. - The Soviets 
and their Communist stooges continue to seize 
the initiative, whif€ the Western response con- 
tinues to be defensive and unpersuasive. It is as 
certain as such things can be that the next Soviet 
step will be a direct “unity” approach to the 
Western powers, and equally cértain that the 
West will again be caught on the defensive and 
off-base. 

The basic reason seems to be that the policy- 
makers in the West have been concentrating so 
exclusively on the elusive West German defense 
contribution that no one has decided just what 
terms for German reunification would be accept- 
able. The Soviets have thus been permitted to 
pose as the patrons, and to portray the West as’ 
the enemy of German unity. 

Obviously the West could not agree to Ger- 
man unity on the basis of an American with- 
drawal across the Atlantic and a Soviet with- 
drawal to Poland. Obviously we could not agree 
to a totally unrealistic “neutralization” of Ger- 
many. But the vast majority of Germans do not 
want German unity on these terms either.

WARM SPRINGS VISIT 

In the afternoon she will go to 
Warm Springs, where she will see 
an “opening night” performance 
of the annual “Wheelchair Revue” 
staged by polio patients. 

Miss Hayes hopes to go to Eu- 
rope with her husband, play- 
wright Charles MacArthur, this 
winter and select a war orphan— 
“a little girl between six and 10” 
—to adopt. She already has a 13- 
year-old adopted son, Jamie. 

At the opening session of the 
March of Dimes conference, Miss 
Elaine Whitelaw, director of wom- 
en’s activities, said polio incidence 
in the country in 1951 was ex- 
pected to exceed 29,500 cases. 

Miss Whitelaw pointed out that 
four out of five polio patients 
were given March of Dimes as- 
sistence. She said because of the 
increased incidence of polio the 
1952 March of Dimes would be 
“mortgaged to the extent of $5,- 
000,000 to pay polio bills accu- 
mulated in 1951.” 

Gov. Talmadge welcomed lead- 
ers of the March of Dimes which 
he described as “probably the 
greatest humanitarian program in 
the nation.”

was hope of getting Britain anJ 
Iran to reopen negotiations, a de- 
velopment which the United States 
has been working for ever since 
Mossadegh arrived here a week 
ago. 

Observers felt that the long brief 
presented bv Iran might have been 
more belligerent had it not been 
for American efforts of the past 
week. American representatives 
have been Mossadegh’s’ most 
frequent visitors. 

It was widely noted that the ail- 
ing premier read the milder open- 
ing pages of his speech himself, 
then left it to an assistant to read 
the more pointed passages. 

The latter charged that Britain 
had “interfered in the _ internal 
affairs of Iran:” that she had 
“sought to intimidate us by 
stationing warships just beyond 
our coastal waters and by sending 
land and air forces to the vicinity 
of Iran.” 

ECONOMIC PLIGHT 

Both at a morning press briefing 
and in the Security Council the 
Iranians gave new emphasis ‘*o 
their economic plight as a result of 
the shutdown at Abadan. “If we 
the resumption of oil ex- 
ploitation, our economic §situa- 
tion will go from bad to worse,” 
Mossadeh said, “‘and our adminis- 
trative and financial machinery 
will be paralyzed.” 

He reiterated Iran’s readiness to 
reopen talks with Britain, but lim- 
ited the subject of such talks to 
methods of fixing compensation to 
the British and the continued sale 
of oil to Britain. This same limi- 
tation was voiced at the morning 
press conference by his deputy, 
Dr. Hussein Fatemi. 

The latter said the door 
closed to talks on any other basis. 
This would narrow the negotia- 
tions from their scope in Tehran 
which included the continuance of 
British personne! in the oil indus- 
trv. 

TECHNICIANS 

The Iranian position now is that 
the nationalization law provides 
for the hiring of individual tech- 
nicians by the Iranian. company, 
and that this proviso is not sub- 
ject to negotiation. The British 
want a full team, run by their 
own men, to be chartered by tne 
Iranians. 

Meanwhile India had a proposal 
for modification of the new Brii- 
ish resolution up its sleeves which 
might be presented Tuesday.

On 14: Ships 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15—(#)— 
The Maritime Administration 
Monday ordered the suspension of 
construction of 14 fast ‘Mariner 
class” cargo ships in six shipyards 
because of cuts in the steel quota 
for shipbuilding. 

The original construction pro- 
gram called for 35 of the ships to 
be built. Congress authorized 
$350,000,000 for the work. 

Ten keels already have been 


laid. 

The Defense Production Admin- 
istration authorized only 100,000 
tons of stee] for ocean-going ves- 
sels in the first quarter of 1952. 
The Maritime Administration had 
originally asked 183,000 tons, then 
scaled the request to 135,000. 

The suspension notices went to 
shipyards on the Atlantic, Gulf 
and Pacific Coasts, and will affect 
the following vessels: | 

Five ships on contract with 
Bethlehem: Pacific Coast Corp., 
San Francisco; three at the New 
York Shipbuilding Corp., Camden, 
N. J.: two each at Bethlehem- 
Sparrows Point, Baltimore, and 
Ingalls Shipbuilding Corporations, 
Pascagoula, Miss.;: and one each 
at Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Drydock Company, Newport News, 
Va., and Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany at Quincy, Mass.

Look to Mamie Jo for Tucks

Mrs. Shopper in a downtown 
store looks at the racked dresses 
with an eye to style and price, 
but she seldom gives a thought 
to the people behind the dress. 

The garment had to be de- 
signed ...on paper. It had to 
be adapted to a cutting pat- 
tern; it had to be stitched in 
several operations; it had to be 
labeled, and checked 


for perfection before it ap- 
peared on the floor of the re- 
tail shop. 


Mamie Jo Williamson is one @ 


of the people behind a dress. 
She’s one of many women who 
work long, cramped hours at 
sewing machines in one or an- 
other of the dress factories in 
the garment district of Atlanta. 
Most of these women work from 
eight to four each day. Mamie 
Jo is a specialist at the tucking 
machine. She designs patterns 
for tucking. 

Guided only by a sharp eye 


and a gauge on her sewing ma- - 


chine she makes yards and yards 
of tucking that aprear on dresses 
all over the Southeast. 

She works for the Dixie Dress 
Manufacturing Co. That’s a 
comparatively small operation, 
masterminded by Frank Lesser 
and David Lang. It’s a crowded 
fourth-floor factory, where 40 
or 50 women work in long rows. 
Just now they’re getting out the 
last of a fall line of re-orders. 
Designers there are already 
thinking in terms of next 
spring’s clothes, So is Mamie 
Jo Williamson. She’s thinking 
up new ways to use tucking. 

Mamie Jo is brown-haired, 
and her brown eyes sparkle. 
She’s 26 years old and a bride 
last July. She’s a native Geor- 
gian. Her family lives in Dal- 
ton, but Mamie Jo has worked 
in dress houses as far west as 
Texas. 

She pointed to her small pair 
of keen-edged scissors and said: 

“Ever since I found these in 
an apartment I rented three 
years ago, I’ve had good luck. 
I keep these scisfors with me 
all the time. You might call 
them my charm. Things in the 
dress business seem good for me 
while I have my scissors. 

“Of course I hope to go up 
in the fashion business. Maybe 
sometime I’ll be floorlady (that 
corresponds to foreman) instead 
of a machine operator. And after 
that, maybe I could go into de- 
signing. 

“Tt’s such an interesting busi- 
mess ... you have to predict 
and manufacture the dresses 
women want to wear NEXT 
season before they ever get 
used to this season’s clothes.” 

“The pay is pretty good. My 
husband and I are trying to 
save for the home we hope to 
buy, and the family we want 
to have someday. We save 
most of my money, or maybe 
use it for luxuries.

Good Posture Makes 
You Look, Feel Better 


By MAYNITA GERRY 
The cry to pull in that tummy, throw back those shoulders, 
tuck in that derriere and use your arms and legs as if they were 
responsible members of your body instead of alien appendages is 


being sounded across the land. 
This is National Posture 


Week. With it comes the plea 
for women to discard the pota- 
to-sack-tied-in-the-middle style 
which is the chief by-product of 
poor posture an help them- 
selves to a better personal ap- 
pearance as well as physical 
well-being. 

So far reaching, in fact, are 
the effects of bad posture that 
it is held directly responsible for 


etching tired lines in your face, 
for robbing you of ease and 
grace, for sapping your strength 
and energy and throwing you, 
both mentally and physically 
off balance. 

Getting strictly away from 
the vanity angle, it has been 
proved scientifically that the 
person who adheres to the me- 
chanics of good posture usually 
has better health than one who 
does not. The mechanics in- 
volves keeping the chest high to 
give lungs and other chest or- 
gans more room to function ef- 
ficiently; holding the abdomen 
in with taut muscles to pre- 
vent stomach, liver and other 
organs from dropping. 

As an example of the impor- 
tance of good posture, from the 
beauty or personal appearance 
standpoint, model agencies and 
charm schools tackle the pos- 
ture problem at the beginning of 
each course. 

“Good posture is the most 
vital part of a woman’s appear- 
ance,” says an Atlanta charm 
school director. 

The old backing-up-against-a- 
wall technique is still the best 
tried and true clue for deter- 
mining whether your posture is 
up to stitch or fiot. If the head, 
shoulders, buttocks, calves and 
heels touch the wall, and the 
hollow of the back is about 
deep enough to slide the fin- 
gers in, your posture is good. But 
if the curve of the lower back 
is too extreme, if the head and 
shoulders slump forward, mak- 
ing the chest hollow instead of 
high, if the tummy protrudes, 
then your posture is poor, a 


good indication that you should 
do something about correcting 
it. 

Right posture has been known 
to take inches off the size of a 
woman. How? Because if you 
stand and walk correctly, the 
fat is evenly distributed, in- 
stead of lying around in un- 
sightly rolls, pones and bulges. 


Working toward good posture 
is a day-in, day-out process. In 
other words, you can’t practice 
good posture on the street, then 
go home and shed it like you do 
your coat and hat. 

Correcting poor posture habits 
is literally a matter of mind 
over body. Whether walking, 
standing, sitting, cleaning the 
house, sitting at your desk in an 
office or participating in your 
favorite sport, concentrate on 
and practice good body bal- 
ance. Here are some of the 
elementary rules for good pos- 
ture that you can put into prac- 
tice at home while you are 
going about your chores. Wash- 
ing dishes: stand with both feet 
firmly on the floor, toes straight 
out, or curved in slightly if you 
want to correct a slew-footed 
tendency, and assume the same 
stance you practiced against the 
wall—tummy in, derriere under, 
shoulders back, chest high and 
head up. 

Dusting: keep the _ back 
straight and bend from the hips 
for low surfaces such as, tables, 
etc., and stoop down by bending 
the knees, still keeping the back 
straight to dust chair rungs, 
under tables or to pick objects 
up off the floor. 

Sweep or use the vacuum 
with your body kept as much 
as possible in its normal walk- 
ing stride and: stance. 

When you sit down to read, 
sew or make out your grocery 
list, push your body firmly 
against the back of the chair. 
You will find this just as com- 
fortable and much léss of a 
strain than sitting hunched over 
from the edge of the chair or 
curled up in a ball so that your 
collarbone and points slightly 
due south are forced to support 
your weight.

ay Into Consumers’ Index 


Labor Leaders Declare Levies 
Loom Large in Cost of Living 


By BILL BORING 
The Government is considering including state and fed- 
eral income taxes in its Consumers Price Index which meas- 


ures the cost of living. 
Brunswick A. Bagdon, regional 
director of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, said such taxes may be 
incorporated into the new re- 
vised Index starting in 1952. 


Heretofore only sales and ex- 
cise taxes have been included in 
the Bureau's Index published 
monthly and quarterly but all 
taxes have been taken into ac- 
count in the Bureau’s intercity 
cost of living comparisons. 

However, the Consumers Price 
Index is the statistical vehicle to 
which is tied the so-called “‘esca- 
lator clause” type ef union wage 
contracts. Millions of persons’ 
salaries either rise or fall accord- 
ing to the fluctuations of the 
Consumers Price Index. 

If the Bureau does decide to 
incorporate income taxes into its 
Index structure it will in effect 
recognize Union Labor’s conten- 
tion that taxes are as important 
in living costs as food, rent, serv- 
ices and other factors now in- 
cluded in the Index. 


TAX BURDEN INCREASES 


Union Labor’s clamor to in- 
clude taxes in the Index has risen 
in tempo with the enactment of 
the new Congressional tax meas- 
ures which will add about 11 per- 
cent to the average man’s federal 
income tax bill beginning Nov. 1. 

In the past organized labor has 
been very lenient with the Gov- 
ernment with respect to taxes. It 
has not insisted that they be fig- 
ured in as prime factors in liv- 
ing costs. But the new taxes, 
Labor feels, are adding a painful 
pinch. Labor wants to get them 
in the Index so that compensating 
wage hikes will result. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
has held off thus far because it 
has felt that inclusion of income 
taxes would in effect mean the 
measuring of intangibles, Bagdon 
says. For example, the Bureau has 
no wavy of determining how many 
deductions a person may claim in 
filing his income taxes. It has no 
wav of determining the percentage 
of losses claimed, the amount of 
donations. Each family, when it 
comes to income taxes, is more or 
less a separate case. There is no 
common denominator for the 
whole. 

But Labor feels that something 
which has come to be such a biz 


item in living costs should be add-. 


ed. Here’s how some of Atlanta's 
labor leaders feel on the question: 


EAT UP PAY CHECK 


Charles H. Gilman, State CIO 
director: “Taxes have come to be 
the biggest part of the cost vf liv- 
ing. The various 
units are now taxing everything 
except water. Taxes are taking 
everything left in a pay check 
and the average man just can’t 
keep going because of them 
Therefore, taxes certainly snou'd 
be included in the Index.” 

Henry W. Chandler, secretary of 
the Georgia Federation of Labor 
and president of the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Trades: “‘The real meas- 
ure of what a man earns is what 
he can put on the dinner table. The 
Government is now getting about 
everything the little man makes. 
The new taxes are hitting him to 
the tune of little more than J]1 per- 
cent. The sales tax hit the little 
man not three percent but .earer 
five percent. Taxes most certainly 
will have to be figured in on liv- 
ing costs.” 

William Crawford, district di- 
rector of United Steel Workers 
(CIO): “The Government is de- 
plorably slamming the little fei- 
low around when it comes to tax- 
es. It’s hitting him harder and 
harder. There’s no getting around 
the fact that taxes are one of the 
biggest factors in the average 
man’s living costs and they should 
be included in the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics’ Consumer Price 
Index.” 

J. L. Rhodes, Southern director 
of the American Federation of 
Labor: “Taxes, which have heen 
increasing regularly, are an item § 
of expenditure which should be 
included in the Index.”
